On  2  or  3  occasions  member  Ross  Deacon  has  pressed  the  idea  of 
having  Technocracy  magazines  and  literature  placed  in  Edmoniton  Public 
Libraries.  There  are  13  branches.  A  subscription  to  the  2  magazines 
at  £1200,  plus  2  copies  of  the  TTSD  would  be  f20.no  per  branch,  or 
$260}00  in  all,  for  starters. 

I  ^bok  the  position  that  such  a  program  should  be  set  up  with 
the  Head  Librarian  at  the  Centennial  Branch,  <fowntow  Edmonton,  and 
be  carried  out  gradually.   I  promised  to  investigate  the  proposal  at 
the  Main  Branch.   I  did  this  today. 

I  dealt  with  Edith  Parson,  Asst.  Manrrer,  Information  Division. 
She  did  a  search  on  their  main  computers  (for  books,  not  magazines) 
and  found  nothing  specific  on  the  subject  'Technocracy'.   (A  key- 
word search  did  turn  up  5  incidental  uses  of  the  word':  in  other  con- 
nections, in  the  small  't'  meaning.)  As  far  as  this  libsary  system 
is  coneerned,  our  subject  is  dead  and  buried. 

If  we  wish  to  submit  a  suggestion  that  they  include  our  material, 
we  can  made  a  written  submission  to  the  Director,  Penelope  McKee.   If 
accepted,  the  listing  would  appear  on  all  computers  in  the  system. 
But  each  branch  would  decide  whether  to  carry  the  material,  or  just 
have  it  available  at  the  Main  Branch.  Due  to  budget  limitations  the 
meterial  would  probably  have  to  be  donated.   Donated  magazines  must 
be  assured  for  2  years  minimum  to  justify  listing,  etc. 

I  told  the  Librarian  that  we  would  be  interested  in  a  negative 
response  as  well  as  a  positivje  response,  but  would  want  it  in  writing.

Such  submissions  are  considred  by  the  responsible  committee 
once  a  year,  in  August.  Subscriptions  must  be  guaranteed  for  at 
least  a  year  (sometime  two). 

If  the  submission  is  approved,  the  publication  is  formally  listed, 
c3talog'd  and  displayed.  If  not  accepted,  it  is  discarded.

5.  Go  through  the  yellow  pages  of  your  telephone  books  and  send  liter- 
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ature  to  barber  shops,  book  stores,  or  anywhere  you  think  people  might 
be  reading.  . 

6.  If  you're  travelling  on  holidays,  leav/e  a  trail  of  literature  behind  you, 

7.  If  you  have  enough  nerve  to  make  personal  contacts  (I  haven't),  you 
can  go  around  to  libraries  and  check  to  see  if  our  literature  is  being 
received  there.  You  can  ask  the  librarians  if  they  would  order  the  lit- 
erature for  yauo   If  they  won't,  or  can't,  then  ask  if  they  would  like 
to  have  it  in  the  library  if  they  don't  have  it,  and  then  let  us  know, 
we  will  see  what  can  be  done  about  it,  either  by  complimentary  copies 

or  if  a  member  can  donate. 

8.  Second-hand  book  stores  often  will  accept  our  magaa&nes.   If  they 
uant  to  sell  them,  it's  O.K.  uith  us.  The  large  newstands  are  usually 
all  syndicated  so  there  isn't  much  use  takling  them  at  this  time. 

9.  Perhaps  you  are  in  an  area  close  enough  to  a  Section  where  you 
could  contact  them  about  speaker  engagements;   perhaps  in  talking  to 
school  principals  or  universities  you  could  arrange  for  speakers  to  talk 
to'  students,  but  this  you  would  have  §irst  to  clear  uith  your  nearest 
Section. 

10.  Many  of  us  have  found  the  most  receptive  people  to  be:  first,  young 
marriad  couples  just  starting  a  family,  and  second,  junior  high  school 
students.  The  seniors  and  university  students  in  many  cases  are  inclined 
to  think  that  if  they  have  progressed  that  far  in  education,  they  "have 
it  made."  However,  it  doesn't  do  to  pass  up  anybody,  because  although 
they  may  not  do  anything  about  it  now,  at  least  they  have  been  informed 
there  is  another  alternative  to  chaos,  and  they  may  seek  us  out  later. 
So,  mail  them  some  literature,  either  uith  or  without  your  name,  and 

see  what  happens. 

11.  Another  thing  we  have  done  here  uith  some  success  is  to  distribute 
at  fairs  large  and  s  mall,  and  all  you  need  is  a  table  and  the  liter- 
ature, and  sometimes  for  a  nominal  sum,  and  sometimes  for  free,  you  can 
distribute  literature  to  a  lot  of  people.  For  instance,  in  the  small 
town  where  I  live  they  have  a  "Citizens'  Day"  where  they  close  off  the 
main  street  and  display  goods  and  craffts.  For  S25  we  bring  a  long  table 
and  a  vehicle  symbolizing  Technocracy  and  park  it  on  the  street,  and  we 
display  and  distribute  our  literature  to  people  who  stop  to  ask  for  it; 

we   don't   push   it.      This  method  can  be   used  at  swap-meets,    garage  sales, etc. 

If  you  have  the  opportunity  to  display  and  distribute  a  lot  of  literature 
and  need  magazines,  the  Technocracy  Digest  will  gladly  send  you  a  bundle, 
as  we  always  have  an  over-print.  If  you  don't  have  any  money  to  pay  for 
them,  nor*  enough  to  send  for  the  postage,  then  we  will  send  them  gratis, 
as  long  as  we  know  they  are  being  distributed. 

12.  Perhaps,  if  you  wanted  to  get  a  little  group  of  your  own  going,  put 
an  advertisement  in  the  local  paper  stating,  for  example,  "How  would  you 
like  to  hear  of  an  alternative  to  the  existing  social  chaos  by  forming  a 
Technocracy  discussion  group  to  study  a  scientific  design  for  our 
survival,"  or  words  to  that  effect.  This  is  something  you  would  have  to 
discuss  first  with  Continental  Headquarters  of  Technocracy  Inc. 

13.  writing  letters  to  the  editors  of  magazines  and  newspapers.  These 
letters  are  extremely  popular  and  many  "slick"  magazines  are  extending 
them  to  two  pages  now.  There  is  a  certain  formula  in  writing  to  them 
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(a) 

that  we  have  found  successful.   First,  it  must  be  short, 

(b)  Refer  briefly  to  something 
topical  in  their  latest  issue,  e.g. "In  your  article  of  such-and-such-a- 
date  you  urote  so-and-so.  The  organization,  Technocracy  Inc.  for  many 
years  has  stated  so-and-so,"  and  you  then  give  a  logical,  scientific  • 
reason  why  they  are  not  correct. 

(c)  If  you  are  not  used  to  writing 
letters  or  are  not  a  literary  person  then  feel  free  to  "lift"  any  remarks 
right  out  of  any  Technocracy  literature.   You  mill  then  be  sure  that 
your  spelling  is  correct  and  that  it  is  grammatically  and  scientifically 
correct.   In  fact  Technocracy  would  rather  that  you  used  this  method  so 
we  will  not  be  embarrassed  by  incorrect  information 

(d)  You  may  use  the  material  as 
if  it  were  your  own,  no  need  to  quote  the  Technocracy  source. 

(e)  The  "Questions  and  Answers" 
portion  of  the  book,  "Technocracy  -  Technological  Social  Design"  is  a 
very  good  source  for  you  to  use. 

(f)  THINGS  TG  AVOID:  remarks 
such  as  "Investigate  Technocracy"  or  "read  Technocracy  literature" 

or  "free  literature  may  be  had  by  writing,"  as  these  can  be  construed 
as  advertising,  and  believe  me,  they  won't  give  you  that  for  nothing. 

14  „   i'ou  could  always  insert  a  small  ad  in,  say,  the  'Personal'  column 
advertising  free  literature,  if  you  wanted  to  donate  that  expense. 

15o  Talk  to  people.   Ue  don't  have  to  be  afraid  to  discuss  Technocracy 
any  mare  as  so  many  now  understand  what  we  are  getting  at  when  we 
mention  energy,  man-hours,  technology,  and  automation  etc. 
Once  upon  a  time  it  was  very  difficult  because  we  were  immediately 
branded  as  Communists  or  whatever.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  still  are. 
How  do  you  handle  that?  I  just  laugh  and  say,  "Oh,  no,  we're  much  worse," 
I  find  that  this  disarms  them,  gives  me  time  to  come  up  with  something 
to  say,  and  then  they  are  usually  quite  willing  to  discuss  and  listen. 
I,  personally,  find  it  difficult  to  discuss  Technocracy.   I'm  not  well 
educated  and  I'n  not  a  fluent  speaker,  and  at  one  time  it  wasn't  hard 
for  anyone,  especially  a  college-type,  to  back  me  into  a  corner.  (Mow, 
I  just  say,  "I  may  not  know  the  background  of  such-and-such,  but  I  am 
smart  enough  to  see  that  the  present  system  isn't  working.  So,  it's 
obvicus  that  we  need  another  system.   If  you  smack  your  finger  with 
a  hammer  you're  not  going  to  smack  the  finger  again.   Why  keep  repeating 
the  same  mistake  of  hanging  on  to  an  obsolete  Price  System.  Just  let 
your  mind  carry  through  with  the  thought  of:  what  would  our  lives  be 
like  if  there  was  no  Price  System  interference.  What  Technocracy  is 
pointing  out  to  you  is  what  is  happening,  whether  you  believe  us  or  not, 
whether  you  like  it  or  not.  That's  what  is  really  happening,  no  matter 
whether  Technocrats  say  it  or  who  says  it.   We're  the  only  oies  yet  who 
have  come  up  with  the  solution."   Then  I  find  it  easy  to  go  on  from  there 


Uell,  that's  it.   These  are  a  few  ideas  cast  out  for  your'  comments. 
Ue  would  1  cks  * •  'now  what  you  think  of  them;  would  you  be  willing 
to  tackle  any  of  them?  I  know  many  of  you  must  be  already  involved 
in  Technocratic  activities,  some  in  groups  and  some  alone.

Branch.  They  used  to  be  donated  by  a  lady  in  Vancouver  but 
she  has  not  renewed:  them.  Do  you  suppose  there  is  anyone 
at  your  Unit  who  would  do  it?   They  do  automatically  get 
the  Digest  as  we  would  donate  that  regardless  of  whether 
they  had  a  paid  subscription  or  not. 

3.  We  are  always  looking  for  names  of  libraries  to  whom  we 
can  send  more  complimentary  copies.  We  have  very  few  in 
Alberta.  The  libraries  themselves  have  a  budget  with  which 
to  buy  magazines,  and  they  have  been  encouraged  to  buy 
Canadian.  A  good  trick  is  to  have  some  Technocrat  go  in  to 
a  library  and  ask  for  our  Digest  (without  their  Mondad  on  so 
they  don't  reveal  they  are  Technocrats),  and  tell  the  Librar- 
ian that  the  Digest  is  published  in  Canada.  Very  often  they 
will  order  it  because  they  do  try  to  please,  and  it  is 
better  for  us  if  they  pay  for  it,  eh? 

4.  A  suggestion  for  another  project  if  a  unit  wanted  to  take  it  on  - 
probably  better  started  in  the  Fall  -  the  library  has  a  bock 
listing  all  the  junior  and  secondary  schools,  and  colleges  in 
the  Province  (they  have  in  B.C.  so  probably  also  in  Alta.) 
Literature  could  then  be  sent  to  their  libraries,  with  perhaps 

a  form  letter  asking  them  if  they  would  like  a  subscription 
or  more  information. 

5.  The  Windsor  Section  carried  out  a  project  where  they  got  a  list 
of  Regional  Libraries  under  which  are  the  names  of  many  small 
libraries  that  they  service,  and  they  sent  them  all  form  letters 
with  some  literature  and  asking  them  if  they  wanted  a  copy  of  the 
TTSD.  They  are  working  on  this  project  now  in  Vancouver  also. 

6.  From  the  library  also  a  unit  can  get  a  list  of  all  the  small 
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newspapers  in  your  province.  I  don't  know  how  much  good  it  would 
be  to  send  the  editors  literature  and  a  letter,  but  perhaps  the 
opportunity  would  present  itself  where  you  could  shoot  off  a  letter 
to  the  editor  on  some  subject  that  is  current  in  your  province. 

7.  I  would  ask  that  you  advise  your  membership  of  the  above  points, 
perhaps  by  your  newsletter,  and  hope  you  don't  mind  me  giving  these 
suggestions.  They  have  probably  come  to  mind  by  yourselves  long 
before,  but  here  at  the  Digest  we  know  we  must  get  our  circulation 
up  if  we  are  to  survive.  Although  the  suggestions  may  seem  academic 
many  of  our  members  do  not  realize  that  they  can  do  a  lot  of 
advertising  if  they  will  but  take  and  distribute  one  piece  of  lit- 
erature a  day,  or  even  one  piece  a  week,  or  even  one  piece  a  month 
IF  THEY  WILL  JUST  BE  CONSISTENT  about  it,  as  long  as  they  get  that 
ONE  habit.

1«  ThanK  you  fer  your  encouraging  letter  ef  Feb  11th,  and  for 
the  liftings  it  contained.  Be  assured  we  detected  nothing  in  the 
way  ef  arrogance  about  it.  Pull  speed  ahead. 

2.  It  was  suggested  here  some  time  ago  that  I  write  to  you  for 
a  list&ig  of  all  subscribers  not  just  in  Edmonton  but  in  all  jf 
northern  Alberta  aay.  Our  interest,  our  activities  and  our  response 
extend  over  quite  a  large  area  now.  Between  the  Galfavy  group  and 
ours  here,  no  section  of  Alberta  should  be  omitted.  lour  list  par- 
tially fills  this  requirement. 

3.  We  will  review  your  list  of  comoliraentary  copies,  and  may  offer 
some  revisions.  So  far  I  have  only  checked  out  one  -  Strathcona 
Branch  Library.  It  is  the  oldest  library  in  this  part  of  the  country, 
has  little  usage,  and  has  been  considered  for  demolition.  It  may 
survive  as  an  artifact  of  history  of  the  area.  I  enclose  a  newspaper 
clipping  about  it.  I  would  suggest  that  their  subscription  be  allowed 
to  expire  and  an  alternate  be  nominated*  They  seemed  unaware  that  they 
were  receiving  a  cemilimentary  subscription  and  kHgos  kept  no  track  of 
it.  I  found  a  NW  Technocrat  on  the  newspaper  rack.  They  said  that 
they  should  be  advised  by  letter  about  any  such  donations  so  they 
cou].d  list  it  properly.  Formal  advice  of  complimentary  subscriptions 
should  always  be  given  I  expect,  including  the  term  to  run,  and  pos- 
sibly the  donnor,  etc.  I  am  curious  as  to  how  you  put  together  a 

list  of  complimentaries,  and  how  many  may  be  included.  I  notice 
that  6  out  of  9  in  the  list  are  to  the  U.  of  A.  Are  they  recent 
recommendations  from  some  source?  We  knew  about  Dr.  loung  receiving 
the  Digest,  but  thought  it  was  his  own  initiative.  We  contacted  him 
and  had  him  over  to  tfiis  office;  result  unknown. 

4.  Our  sales  of  literature  are  very  limited  so  far,  but  we  distribute 
free  as  much  as  we  can  afford.  One  method  is  by  "Take-One" box  outside 
the  office.  We  stock  triplets  in  it  composed  of  Briefs  No.  22,  29  and  50, 
stapled  together.  A  few  folded  singles  are  also  displayed.  The  total 

so  dispensed  this  year  so  far  is  ever  600.  We  also  set  out  a  literature 
table  and  man  it  over  the  noon  hour  on  Wednesdays,  in  the  Mall  just  outside 
our  office.  All  told  I  expect  our  distribution  of  Briefs  is  averaging 
about  100  a  week.   We  also  distribute  free  all  surplus  out-of-date 
magazines.  If  you  have  surplus  supplies  ef  such,  we  will  pay  the 
shipping  charges  and  put  them  to  good  use .here.

FIVE  MINUTES  TO  MIDNIGHT 


-  Most  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  old  fairy  tale  of  Cinder- 
ella and  how  her  fairy  godmother,  in  order  to  give  her  one 
evening  of  pleasure,  changed  a  pumpkin  into  a  beautiful  golden 
coach,  drawn  by  six  white  horses  transformed  from  mice 
and  .complete  with  coachmen  and  footmen.  Cinderella,  we 
remember,  went  to  the  king's  ball,  beautifully  gowned,  and 
she  had  the  time  of  her  young  life.  There  was  only  one 
catch  to  it — she  had  to  leave  before  midnight,  because  promptly 
at  that  time  all  would  be  changed  back  to  its.  original  state. 
The  beautiful  coach  would  be  only  a  pumpkin;  the  horses 
would  again  become  mice;  and  Cinderella  herself  would  return 
to  her  chimney  corner.  But  Cinderella  was  having  such  a  won- 
derful time  that  she  forgot  to  watch  the  clock  and  it  was  FIVE 
MINUTES  TO  MIDNIGHT  when  she  realized  it  was  too  late 
to  get  home  before  everything  would  be  gone.  But  you  know 
the  rest  of  the  story.  The  next  day  Cinderella  had  nothing; 
left  but  the  memory  of  a  wonderful  time. 

MODERN   CINDERELLAS 

The  story  of  Cinderella  makes  an  interesting  comparison 
with  the  attitude  of  most  North  Americans,  entranced  by  the 
make-believe  of  a  paper  moon  over  a  cardboard  sea  and  wist- 
fully hoping  it  will  last  till  the  wells  run  dry  and  the  moun- 
tains disappear.  Today,  when  all  signs  point  to  the  imminence 
of  the  greatest  economic  crisis  in  our  history,  a  few  heed  the 
warnings;  a  few  realize  that  the  time  is  at  hand — that  the 
hour  is  about  to  strike.  For  many  years  Technocracy  has  been 
preparing  for  that  crisis  and  has  been  pointing  out  to  the 
people  of  this  Continent  the  nature  of  our  problems  and  how 
they  can  be  met  successfully. 

From  1929  to  1939  the  average  American  led  just  about 
as  sorry  an  existence  as  Cinderella  herself.  Stepsister  Fate 
dealt  out  some  pretty  rough  treatment  for  a  lot  of  us  during 
that  time.  Many  of  us  were  not  eating  any  too  regularly; 
those  who  were  enjoyed  a  rather  skimpy  diet,  and  even  that 
was  due  only  to  a  government  dole  which  amounted  to  little 
better  than  the  charity  of  Cinderella's  stepsisters.  Unionists, 
Unorganized,  Bankers,  Share-croppers,  White-collars,  Widows, 
Teachers,  Railroaders,  Architects,  Orphans,  Writers,  Brokers, 
Miners,  Artists,  Fishermen,  Eeconomists — everybody  went  to 
hrll  under  the  wheels  of  technology.  Remember  the  empty, 
flvblown  store  windows  JUST  AROUND  THE  CORNER  ON 
HOOVER-COOLIDGE   PROSPERITY  LANE. 

THE  HOUR  APPROACHES 

Then  the  storm  clouds  of  war  began  to  gather  over  Eu- 
rope. Nations  were  arming  and  the  tramp  of  marching  men 
could  be  plainly  heard.  This  time  a  new  undercurrent  of  sound 
could  be  discerned — the  roar  of  modern  warplanes.  Unfortu- 
nately, they  were  not  America's,  although  American  materials 
helped  build  them.  America  became  alarmed  and  took  steps 
to  prepare  for  the  war  which  seemed  inevitable.  War,  the 
fairy  godmother  of  the  Price  System,  had  appeared  on  the 
soene.    Cinderella  was  going  to  the  ball! 

Thr  "of  depression  gradually  cleared  away;  CCC

depression  was  over.  Gradually  at  first,  but  with  ever  increas- 
ing speed,  the  wheels  of  industry  started  turning  again.  But 
there  was  a  difference  now.  It  was  not  necessary  to  cut  costs 
or  to  find  markets.  The  government  paid  all  the  bills  and 
took  most  of  the  output.  Some  of  it  went  into  our  own  de- 
fense preparations ;  a  great  deal  more  went  to  England  to  help 
stem  th"  tide  of  fascism  throfitoning  to  engulf  all  of  Europe. 


Men  and  women  poured  back  into  factories  that  had  been  ic 
for  ten  years,  and  the  tide  of  unemployment  that  had  threj 
ened  to  swamp  us  gradually  receded. 

THAT  MAGIC  WAND??? 

Then  Japan  struck  and  America  found  herself  sudder 
plunged,  unprepared,  into  the  world  conflict.    Stunned  by 
disaster  at  Pearl  Harbor,  America  rallied  and  prepared  to 
for  her  very  existence  as  a  nation.     We  needed  time, 
handful  of  heroes  on  Bataan  and  Corregidor  gave  us  that  tir 
They  paid  for  it  with  their  lives,  but  they  gave  us  the  tir 
Uncle  Sam  appealed  to  the  leaders  of  America's  great 
tries — steel,  aluminum,  automobiles  and  all  the  others — a| 
urged,  begged  and  pleaded  that  they  convert  to  all-out 
production,  expanding  their  plants  to  provide  the  necesss 
equipment  to  assure  victory  in  our  fight  against  world  fa 
These  great  leaders,  these  protagonists  of  private  enterpri^ 
who  for  many  months  had  been  bragging  of  the  adequacy 
their  production  facilities,  responded  with  a  blunt  refusal 
do  anything  about  it  unless  the  government  guaranteed  thd 
profits  and  paid  the  costs  of  whatever  expansion  was  necj 
sary. 

So,  once  again,  our  fairy  godmother  waved  her  ma| 
wand.  Upon  vacant  lots  rose  synthetic  rubber  plants; 
tidelands  and  mud  flats  appeared  roaring  shipyards  and  whV 
once  were  miles  of  open  prairie  there  were  built,  in  an  incrd 
ibly  short  space  of  time,  huge  munition  plants  and  giganj 
aircraft  factories.  Private  automobile  production  was  sj 
pended  (under  protest)  and  from  the  assembly  lines  roll) 
tanks,  army  trucks,  jeeps  and  all  the  other  equipment 
a  modern,  highly-mechanized  army.  America  was  on 
march  at  last! 

THE  BALL  IS  ON 

And  how  about  Cinderella?    Oh,  she's  having  a  wonderj 
time  at  the  ball.     The  depression  is  all  forgotten.     We 
enjoying  our  new  finery,  our  jewels,  the  champagne,  the  hoij 
races  and  the  night  clubs.     For  the  first  time  in  years 
have  money  jingling  in  our  pockets  and  we  are  wallowi| 
in  the  gravy  trough  of  the  greatest   business  boom   of 
time.     Department  store  sales  have  climbed  to  new  pea^ 
corporate  business   is   reported  to  have  over  $45   billion 
cash  and  government  securities  in  the  banks.     Race 
are  crowded   again,   now  that  the  ban   on   racing  has  be 
lifted,  and  betting  running  as  high  as  $3  million  in  a  siml 
day  at  one  track  is  not  unusual.     In  1942  the  reported  toj 
of  money  bet  through  the  pari-mutupl  machines  m  the  StJ 
of  New  York  alone  was  $238  million.     Theaters,   from 
cheapest  movies  to  the  highest  price  "legits,"  are  filled  ev^ 
night.     Night   clubs  and   cabarets,   despite   the   cabaret 
are  turning  patrons  away  in  droves.     The  higher  class 
taurants  are  so  crowded  they  cannot  take  reservations  exc 
for  large  parties. 

Never  have  so  many  people  in  any  period  of  the  woi 
history  purchased  so  many  diamonds,  so  many  fur  coats 
so  much  jewelry.  Never  have  the  banks  of  any  nation  bd 
so  liquid  with  so  many  billions  of  cash.  Never  has  any  natj 
bought  so  many  bonds  and  never  has  the  national  debt  of 
nation  risen  so  high  (see  Vol.  1,  No.  3— $300,000,000,000). 
indeed  prosperity  is  with  us,  and  Cinderella  is  having  a  wl 
derful  time.

News  dispatches  from  Portland,  Oregon,  disclosed  that  10,000  persons 
are  walking  the  streets  looking  for  jobs  and  that  by  the  year's  end  the  112,000 
now  employed  in  shipyards  there  would  shrink  to  25,000.  Layoffs  are  rising  in 
many  other  war  centers.  A  confidential  WPB  report,  shown  to  Labor,  listed  150 
plants  with  idle  machinery  and  with  110,000  workers  only  partly  employed  who 
could  be  used  for  war  production."  And  that,  Cinderella,  was  'way  back  in  Oc- 
tober, 1944,  before  V-E  day  when  half  the  war  was  over. 

AFTER  THE  BALL  IS  OVER 

And  then  came  V-J  day,  Cinderella,  which  was  a  signal  for  most  of  the  war 
plants  to  close  up  like  a  country  depot  after  the  mail  train  has  gone  through.

Well,  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce:  our  production 
efficiency  has  increased  so  fast  that  by  1946  we  will  be  able  to  produce  as  much 
with  38  million  workers  as  we  could  in  1940  with  46  million.  Yet,  when  the  war 
ends,  there  will  be  57  million  workers  available  for  civilian  jobs.  So  you  see, 
Cinderella,  there  will  be  19  million  unemployed  this  time.
